roam, X-Ray room and electrical treatment room. Its medicines and equipment 
are largely of American manufacture taken over from the Nationalists, 
together with a quantity of Japanese medicines bought in Manchuria and 
American medicines, bought abroad. Soviet drugs are poor in quality compared 
to those made by the Japanese and Americans, and the doctors do not have much 
confidence in them, although some of the Soviet drugs are now being tested.
